Fatal derailment in 
Washington state 


An Amtrak train making the first-ever run along a 
faster new route hurtled off an overpass south of Se- 
attle on Monday and spilled some of its cars onto the 
highway below, killing at least three people, injuring 
more than 100 and crushing two vehicles, authorities 
said. 

Attention quickly turned to the train’s speed. A 
website that maps location and speed using data 
from Amtrak’s train tracker app showed the train was 
going 81.1 mph about a quarter of a mile from the 
point where it derailed, where the speed limit is sig- 
nificantly lower. 

Seventy-seven passengers and seven crew mem- 
bers were aboard when the train derailed and pulled 
13 cars off the tracks. Authorities said there were 
three confirmed deaths and more than a dozen peo- 
ple with critical or serious injuries. 

About two hours after the accident, a U.S. official 
who with others was briefed on the investigation said 
he was told at least six people were killed. No addi- 
tional briefings were provided by late afternoon, and 
the official said he had no new information to explain 
the discrepancy in the numbers. 1B

Poor oversight leads to 
steady firings, study says

Border Patrol agents are far more 
likely to be fired than employees at 
similar federal agencies, according toa 
study that calls for a hiring freeze at 
the agency tasked with securing the 
nation’s borders. 

The libertarian Cato Institute com- 
pared termination rates for Border Pa- 
trol — employee removals for miscon- 
duct or poor performance, among oth- 
er reasons — with other agencies with- 
in the Department of Homeland 
Security. The DHS is home to several 
law-enforcement agencies with differ- 
ent missions related to protecting the 
nation’s borders and ports of entry. 

The report cites poor oversight of 
the approximately 20,000 Border Pa- 
trol agents as the primary cause for the

In February, the Phoenix City Coun- 
cil was forced to decide whether Phoe- 
nix would become a “sanctuary city” — 
anickname given to communities with 
policies that protect immigrants in the 
country without legal paperwork from 
deportation.

The contemporary-style mansion 
has four bedrooms and eight bath- 
rooms.

the property Sanghi purchased Friday. 
The house appears to have been reno- 
vated and expanded by Knight. 

Realty ONE Group agent Joan Levin- 
son represented both the buyer and the 
seller but declined to comment. 

The second-priciest house to sell in 
Arizona was also in Paradise Valley. In 
2008, a Canadian attorney paid $14 mil- 
lion for a 10,000-square-foot mansion 
on 5 acres on Mummy Mountain.
